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BHS Navy JROTC earns top honors over 67 schools

The Belleville High School Navy Junior 
Reserve Officers Training Course (JROTC) 
has been named #1 out of 67 schools in a 
ten-state area. 

Gunny Sgt. Matthew Barr, retired from 
the U.S. Marine Corps 
and a resident of Van 
Buren Township, has 
been the Naval Science 
Instructor of the group 
since its inception at 
BHS three years ago. 
He said he is very | 
excited and very proud aa 
that the BHS unit was Á À 
named Distinguished Barr 
Unit for Area 3, which covers ten states. 

It’s the highest award they could get. 

He said he has 105 kids involved 
throughout the year. The Navy policy is for 
groups of over 80, there should be at least 
two instructors, but he is doing it alone. He 
said that’s for the Navy to decide. 


After a recent inspection of the BHS unit, 
Commander Jordan said the unit was in the 
top five in the nation and predicted within 
the next two years it will be named best in 
the nation. 

Commander Jordan inspected the 
administration, knowledge, uniforms, 
activities, sports, air rifle use, academic 
teams, and more. 

GYSGT Barr said the unit is run by the 
class and they operate under strict rules. 

He said there is a three-strike rule and 
when there are deviations from the rules, 
the students decide what to do about it. 
For example, if a student doesn’t wear 
a uniform one time, the student is given 
a second chance, but the third strike is 
definite. 

He said the kids are dedicated and they 
need those standards. 

He remembers on the first day of his 
class he kicked out 20 students. He said 
they were mainly football players and they

had attitudes. He recalled 15 came back 
begging to be let in. 

Barr said currently they are returning 
their uniforms for the summer and so he 
couldn’t have the color guard for Monday’s 
Memorial Day event in Belleville. He said 
his students wore their tees and helped by 
reading out names, moving chairs, and 
other services. 

Barr said a lot of what they do is to have 
the students participate in the community 
and learn how to be informed citizens. 

He said the military ball they put on 
recently was so good it “rivaled active- 
duty” balls. He said students had to learn 
the history of the ball and then take care of 
the multitude of details to put it on. 


Van Buren Public Schools Supt. Pete 
Kudlak recently told the school board how 
impressed he was with the ball he attended. 

Barr said he recently took 30 cadets to a 
mini boot camp at Fort Custer in Augusta 
Township. They were there with a group 
from River Rouge and the two units got 
along well. He said he has received requests 
from River Rouge to do other things with 
them. He said the boot camp focused on 
working together as a team. 

He said one of the activities at camp was 
to rappel from a three-story building. 

“They were terrified, but they all did 
it,” he said. “One of the things we teach is 
overcoming fears.” 

He said the JROTC’s five academic teams 
recently competed and all placed among 
the top 30% of 500 schools, including 
individuals placing sixth, eighth, and 19".

Aerotropolis reports next project is Beck Rd. extension to freeway

In his annual report to the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 


Authority on May 24, Aerotropolis 
Director Christopher Girdwood announced 
Aerotroplis’ next plan: A new route to I-94 
starting at Beck Road. 

Girdwood said there are 830 acres north 
of Willow Run in Van Buren Township that 
can be developed as light industrial, but 
not a single truck will go down Belleville 
Road. 

He said plans are for Beck Road to be a 
route to Rawsonville and I-94. He said it is 
a $55 million project and they already have 
most of the money. 

The plan is for trucks to be able to turn 
west from southbound Beck to Tyler Road 
and go through the edge of the Willow Run 
Airport property and through the low end 
of the landfill to a new freeway ramp from 
Tyler. 

“Fifty trucks a day will not be going 
down Belleville Road,” agreed Van Buren 


Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

In another matter, Girdwood and 
McNamara agreed that Haggerty Road 
between Van Born and Ecorse has been 
approved by Wayne County for upgrade 
and the official word is about to come down 
from the county. 

Girdwood said while Eureka Road is the 
worst road in Wayne County, that stretch of 
Haggerty Road is second worst. 

The project is scheduled to begin this fall 
or late summer they agreed. It will be a 
Wayne County Road and VBT Water/Sewer 
project combined in a single proposal. 

Girdwood also spoke of a National 
Science Foundation grant being sought to 
use unmanned aerial vehicles to connect 
fresh food suppliers with consumers in 
underserved communities in Washtenaw 
County as a pilot program. 

He also invited the DDA to a live viewing 
of “Operation Miracle Mile” at Beaumont 
Hospital in Taylor on June 13 and at 
Beaumont Wellness Center in Royal Oak 
on June 20. This is to show how medical 


cargo can be delivered by drone. 

The VBT DDA pays dues of $25,000 
a year for the township to belong to 
Aerotropolis and so Girdwood comes out 
yearly to report to the DDA. 

In other business at the 56-minute meeting 
on May 24, the DDA: 

e Approved paying $20,000 to Wade Trim 
for FundingScout services to help the DDA 
in its pursuit of funding sources to assist 
in various development projects. Wayne 
Hoffman, a specialist in that field, explained 
how they track down fund sources and help 
clients get the funds for their projects. The 
$20,000 is used to set up a spreadsheet of 
the DDA’s capital improvement plan and 
what funds will be useful, as well as coming 
up with funds that the DDA could use for 
new projects. It also covers two years of 
support. The spreadsheet is projected to be 
done by August; 

e Heard DDA Executive Director Susan 
Ireland report that Graybar has been 
contacted to check on the availability and 
cost for about 42 brackets that hold the 


banner arms on the streetlights. They need 
to be replaced because the movement in 
windy conditions has stripped the brackets. 
Also, she said, they had asked Graybar to 
look into street light replacement parts. The 
street lights have been in place for 21 years 
and some of the parts are available and 
some are obsolete; and 

¢ Heard resident Barbara Miller comment 
that Wayne Hoffman referred to VBT as 
“Belleville,” which she called a “normal 
comment.” She said Craig Atchinson says, 
“T love Belleville” in his television ad. She 
said the weather man never says Van Buren 
Township but always says Belleville. She 
proposed changing the name of Van Buren 
Township to Belleville Lake Township. 
McNamara said it brings up discussion and 
you could never do it without a vote of the 
people. Miller said there is a new law, just 
a year old. “As much as it makes sense, it 
hurts to say it,’ McNamara said. “We’ll talk 
about it.”

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara alerted John Delaney that 
he had sent an email to Wayne County 
Commissioner Abdul Haidous concerning 
John’s remarks about ducks being hit by 
trucks on Hannan Road between Van Born 
and Ecorse roads. 

“We have seen that this was the case 
in Canton and the county put out ‘Duck 
Crossing’ signs,’ Supervisor McNamara 
wrote. “Could you see about getting some 
‘Duck Crossing’ signs on that road? It would 
be highly appreciated by the residents of 
Van Buren and the ducks.” 

A reader sent us an email asking about 
the identity of the 40-year-old male arrested 
for the recent large drug bust on Wexford 
Street in the City of Belleville. That raid 
was by the Western Wayne Narcotics team 
and they have not released any information 
on his identity. We’ve been watching arrest 
warrants on the incident in the 34" District 
Court and have seen none so far. 

The writer suggested we FOIA the name 
and then the search warrant, but that doesn’t 
work in ongoing investigations. 

Van Buren Township police sent out a 
Nixle alert reminding people that the office 
hours at township hall are being “extended” 
to Monday through Thursday from 7 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. and closed on Fridays beginning 
May 30 through Sept. 2. During that first 
week, the offices were closed on Monday 
for Memorial Day and closed on Friday as 
part of the new policy. That means rather 
than the four-day week being tried, they had 
a three-day work week this week. That will 
happen again on the Fourth of July week.

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Van Buren Township Clerk Leon 
Wright announced at a recent meeting 
that all township residents will get a voter 
identification card in the mail that tells the 
location of that voter’s precinct and even 
includes a map showing the district covered 
by that precinct.

the park. 

The store next to the police station was 
supposed to be torn down by a crew hired 
by the county through a grant by May 2. It 
wasn’t down yet when we went to print, but 
Chief Robinson assured the city council the 
grant will not expire because it wasn’t down 
by the deadline.

During the May 24 Sumpter Township 
Board meeting last week, the topic of the 
properties came up, again, and it was more 
of the same. The difference came when it 
was time for public comment. 

As normal (when I attend these 
meetings), I try to preform my civic duty 
of asking questions in hopes to gain some 
transparency from our local elected leaders 
and government. Normally when I do this 
the board (elected officials) do not respond, 
which is kind of normal.

Township are very helpful and end up 
answering some of my questions after 
the meeting has concluded.

After asking some of the questions that I 
opined on in my last editorial, his exchange 
starts to get hostile. Instead of answering my 
question to try and gain some transparency 
regarding the sale of these properties: how 
they are being selected and if the residents 
next to them are aware? He starts attacking 
me regarding the property that is in my 
front yard, when I wasn’t asking about that 
specific property. 

Then he proceeded to accuse the guy that 
mows the grass of riding four wheelers on 
said property which is not the case. There 
are about four-five houses around there that 
he tends too. About that time the blaring 
noise of the three-minute alarms goes off 
deafening those in the room, which I think 
is quite funny because it was recently 
installed. Possibly for me, however I’m 
probably thinking too highly of myself, so 
I digress. 

The exchange finally ends with him 
calling a point of order, when he spoke on 
my time anyways, and threatens to have me 
banished from the city hall because I dare 
to ask questions.

Further alluding to, that instead of trying to 
address the board during regular meetings 
in front of the public, they want to discuss 
things behind closed doors. That should be 
abhorrent to the public especially in these 
days. Every decision that is made with 
the public’s money and property needs to 
be extremely transparent, because it’s the 
right thing to do.

“There’s a line 
that’s drawn when you’re a charter school 
and we need to go the extra mile,” Losen 
said;

e Approved the 2022-23 initial budget 
proposal as presented;

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Court Watching: 
Belleville bank robbing 


charge dismissed against 
defendant Sergio Bellew

34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green dismissed charge against Sergio 
Luis Bellew after a preliminary exam May 
18 regarding the April 16, 2021 robbery of 
Chase bank in Belleville. 

Judge Green said they had not heard from 
the teller who was robbed. 

After listening to six witnesses, Judge 
Green said of the six not one said, “He 
robbed me.” She said it’s a tiny burden, to 
show probable cause. Nobody could say, 
“Yep, it was the guy.” 

The case was dismissed without 
prejudice, which means if the state comes 
forward with the missing witness -- Miss 
Goike -- it could be refiled. The case has 
been adjourned twice because the witness 
wasn’t there. And, before that, it was 


dismissed because of this absent witness. 
Bellew, 27, of River Rouge was charged 

with robbing the Belleville Chase bank 

on April 16, 2021. Scott Allen Hall, 35,

of Port Huron was accused of driving the 
getaway car. 

They had their preliminary exam set for 
Sept. 29,2021 before Judge Lisa Martin and 
she dismissed the charges, with prejudice, 
on a motion of the prosecutor, when the 
necessary witness was not present for the 
exam. Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Jane Gillis said the necessary witness was 
in Florida. 

The two also had been charged with 
robbing a bank in Redford Township on 
April 15,2021. Bellew was bound over to 
circuit court on Sept. 7, 2021, and his final 
conference in that case is set for June 3. His 
bond had been reduced from $1 million to 
$100,000 personal recognizance bond. 

With the Belleville case dismissed, he no 
longer had bond keeping him in the Wayne 
County Jail where he has been since his 
arrest a year ago. He will have to wear a 
tether. 

Hall waived his exam on the Redford 
case and was bound over to circuit court 
where he awaits his May 25 pretrial. 

Charges were refiled on Nov. 8, 2021 
in the Belleville case and Bellew’s 
preliminary exam was set for noon on Jan. 
19. Then it was adjourned twice before the 
May 18 date was set. 

Hall waived his preliminary exam to 
go right to circuit court on the Belleville 
charge. His attorney said Hall is in drug 
treatment at a facility and doing well. He 
is out on $10,000 personal bond and the 
pretrial in this case is also May 25.

Testimony in Belleville case 

On May 18 there were six witnesses for 
Bellew’s preliminary exam before Judge 
Green in the Belleville bank robbery case. 

First witness was bank employee Barbara 
Romano who started to say that the teller 
who was robbed told her ... and then there 
was an objection from the defense because 
that would be heresay. She was directed to 
testify only to what she herself saw. 

Romano said she heard somebody say, 
“Lock the doors.” Anna, a teller, yelled, 
“I just got robbed.” Romano said she has 
been with the bank for 15 years and there 
are specific procedures to follow after a 
robbery. Lock the door, call 911, put up 
a sign saying the branch is temporarily 
closed and giving addresses of neighboring 
branches. She testified that she did not see 
the person who robbed the bank. 

The second witness was Christopher 
Gale a bank customer who was waiting 
to talk to somebody in the bank and heard 
conversation that didn’t make sense, then 
the teller said to lock the door. He said 
he took notes on his hand of the general 
description of the man, who fled the 
building, turning right. He thought he 
might have to make a statement. 

He did not see the note being handed to 
the teller. He described the man, who had 
a darker complexion, but he couldn’t tell if 
he was Caucasian or not because his face 
was covered. 

The third witness was Bryan Szostak, the 
Canton Township Police Department K-9 
officer, who said he was called to determine 
“if the bad guy was running this way.” He 
said his dog followed the scent from the 
bank over to the library building and into 
the far end of the library parking lot. Then 
they walked back on an evidence search to 
make sure they didn’t miss anything. 

Stefani Skiendziel was the fourth witness, 
who testified she was working at home 
and sitting at her desk in front of the front 
window of her house which is across the 
street from the library parking lot. She saw 
a white car turning into the parking lot and 
backing into a spot. A person walked away 
from the car and the same person ran to the 
car and jumped into the back seat and the 
car sped off. It was a white Lexus, older 
model, she said. 

She described the person’s clothing and 
said he had a red and white striped mask 
over his whole face. She said she made 
sure to keep an eye on the situation and 
then she saw the police show up. 

Prosecutor Gillis showed a video of the 
front of the library showing the white car 
backing into a space at the far side of the 
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parking lot. Tapes also were shown of the 
man running by the front of the library and 
the man walking past the ATM at the front 
of the bank. 

The fifth witness was Belleville Police 
Sgt. Todd Schrecengost who said he was 
dispatched to the bank for a reported 
robbery and checked the immediate area 
before approaching the bank. The Chase 
manager let him inside and he interviewed 
people and had them complete statements. 
He said Van Buren Township police 
responded with two units and the K-9 unit 
came from Canton. 

Sgt. Schrecengost said they got videos 
from the library and bank and from 265 
Main and 365 Main. He said they shared 
information with the Michigan Department 
Intelligence group and then got a call from 
Redford Township police with information 
that they had a car and suspects in custody. 

He said Bellew refused to talk to him 
but Redford had a search warrant for the 
car and there was a pair of black shoes 
with white soles, similar to the shoes in the 
video. 

The final witness was Redford Police 
Det. Adam Kubrak who said Belleville sent 
out a BOL (be on the lookout) for that car 
on April 20, the day after he stopped that 
vehicle on Telegraph Road in Redford. He 
identified Bellew as being in that vehicle. 
Det. Kubrak said he had been looking for 
a 1997-2004 GS300 Lexis after the April 
15 bank robbery in Redford. He said he 
notified Belleville. 

“It’s a rare car,” he said. 

He said Schrecengost did an inventory 
of the car, based on the search warrant 
Redford had, and found the black and 
white tennis shoes significant to his case. 

Defense attorney Lillian Diallo asked 
Det. Kubrak if he saw Sergio Bellew rob 
a bank and he said he didn’t. She said the 
car wasn’t registered to Bellew and Kubrak 
agreed it wasn’t. 

Defense attorney Diallo asked for witness 
Romano to be recalled and Romano 
testified that cash was taken because an 
audit was done. She said she did not see 
the money. 

“You don’t have the bank teller that was 
robbed?” Judge Green asked Prosecutor 
Gillis and Gillis replied that Miss Goike 
lives in Florida. They contacted her and 
she was coming and she had plane tickets 
and, “Then we couldn’t find her.”

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Sumpter Township supervisor slams mallet on public comment

Sumpter Township Supervisor Tim 
Bowman argued loudly with a resident 
trying to make a comment at the May 24 
regular meeting of the township board and 
then ordered Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke to remove the speaker 
from the meeting. 

But township attorney Rob Young told 
Bowman he should call “point of order” 
and he did and then said he’d have order 
and angrily slammed his mallet down 
loudly. 

Corey Blue, a resident who has had a 
difference of opinion on how the township 
should deal with the sale of the township- 
owned properties it wants to sell, then took 
his seat without further comment. 

Blue became interested in the issue last 
year when he learned land adjoining his 
residential property was being sold to be 
the site of a storage center. The land once 
was a part of the property housing the 
now-vacant medical center on Sumpter 
Road and had been split off and sold to the 
township. It is zoned commercial. 

Blue and Bowman have disagreed on the 
sale of that property and other properties 
for months and when Blue started in 
criticizing the board for rushing ahead with 
a new plan to auction off the property, he 
asked if this newest list was picked out of 
a hat. 

“I want to sell all the properties,” Bowman 


replied. “I’m not taking it out of a hat.” 

Blue asked if he had gone to the people 
next door to the properties to ask if they 
would like to buy them. Bowman asked 
why Blue didn’t bid on the property next 
to him and Blue said its because it is zoned 
commercial. 

Bowman and Blue argued over the 
eagles that Blue says are in that parcel and 
transparency and the six weeks’ notice 
you are supposed to give before selling 
property. 

At one point Bowman said he should 
bite his tongue rather than respond to Blue 
and Blue said, “Go for it, man,” and so 
Bowman did. 

Boman said he walked the property for 
the first time and said he saw a trailer in 
Joe’s parking lot and four-wheeler tracks. 

Blue said he hasn’t seen four wheelers 
since July 4, two years ago. The trailer is 
there because Joe is cutting the grass, Blue 
said, adding he would know because it’s at 
his front yard. 

Blue, an engineer, said he works 12-hour 
days at home and can see what’s going on 
in his front yard. 

Bowman said the trails are groomed for 
four wheelers. 

Blue and Bowman argued over the pipe 
that goes through that area and Bowman 
said it was at the north end of the property 
and Blue said you would have to build a 
drive over the pipe at that point. 

“It’s landlocked,” Blue said and Bowman

disagreed. 

“You can act higher and mighty all you 
want,” Blue said to Bowman. 

At that point Trustee Tim Rush, who 
serves as Bowman’s deputy supervisor, 
asked Blue why he doesn’t make an 
appointment and come in to talk about this 
and Blue said he is working 12-hour days. 

“We can’t shut the public down because 
we don’t like what he’s saying,” Trustee 
Peggy Morgan said to Rush. 

As the arguing continued, Blue called 
out, “We went through this, Bowman!” and 
Bowman replied, “It’s ‘sir’ to you.” 

“You’ve got to earn respect in my mind,” 
Blue replied. 

Bowman called out to Public Safety 
Director Eric Luke, “Can you escort this 
man out of my presence?” 

That’s when the attorney spoke up and 
Bowman slammed the gavel and Blue sat 
down. 

Later in the meeting, Rush said the board 
had approved using Robert’s Rules of 
Order and the meetings are getting sloppy, 
which leads to meetings like this.

Highland Park part of the fees charged 
to Sumpter Township in escrow as the 
previous resolution would have done. 
The new resolution calls for the state and 
county to correct the problem and pay the 
overcharged communities back what was 
paid by them;

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VBT Planners table Camping World project with lots of questions

May 11 wasn’t a good day for Camping 
World’s Van Buren Township project. After 
the VBT Planning Commission meeting 
was over, Camping World’s request for 
preliminary and final site plan approval for 
their revised plans ended up tabled. 

First, no one from Camping World 
was able to attend the VBT Planning 
Commission meeting in person. 

It was explained that engineer Paul 
Tulikansis was supposed to come, but he 
had child-care problems and he was the 
only Camping World representative in the 
State. 

Tulikansis was present by zoom, but then 
VBT’s computer crashed and they had to 
talk to him by phone. 

Melissa Nance of Forward Real Estate 
Services was working on Camping World 
locations from an Arkansas location. She 
gave a presentation that was cut off by the 
crash. 

At that point, Commissioner Medina 
Atchinson was asking questions about the 
paint booth, a large metal box taking up 
two of the bays in the new building on the 


west side of the building. Nance had said 
it was for touch ups, but Commissioner 
Atchinson noted, “That’s a full paint 
booth.” 

“I told them no paint booths,” said Vidya 
Krishnan, township planning consultant 
from McKenna Associates. 

Atchinson suggested maybe Nance was 
cut off on her end. 

Commission chairman Bryon Kelley 
said they also had not presented any color 
samples to the commission, as required. 

Krishnan said, “We were supposed to see 
it tonight.” 

Nance was back in communication with 
the commission and she said it was one 
paint booth in two bays. She said it was a 
self-enclosed piece of equipment in a steel 
box with an exhaust and filtration system 
and the painter is enclosed within when 
doing the work. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on the 
planning commission, asked how much 
painting there would be and why do they 
have to have a booth. 

Nance said if a RV has hit a sign or a 
tree the minor cosmetic damage is repaired 
in the fully enclosed box, which is safer

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to the environment. She said the booth 
costs a quarter of a million dollars and is 
manufactured in Wisconsin and they are 
putting them in all their upgraded locations. 
It’s big enough for a rig to drive inside. 

Atchinson laughed at Nance’s explanation. 

Chairman Kelley said the commission 
wants to make sure they are not fully 
painting. 

Nance said it is very expensive, exorbitant, 
to paint a whole vehicle. She said if that 
is necessary, typically it’s written off by 
insurance and replaced. She said you 
would replace it before you would fully 
repaint because it is not cost-effective. 

Krishnan said painting is a major repair 
and they said they would have minor 
vehicle repair, as allowed by the zoning. 

“The planning commission wants to 
ensure this does not violate the ordinance,” 
Krishnan said. “They want to understand 
the scope of the painting.” She explained 
that VBT is in Southeastern Michigan 
and they have commission members who 
understand the refinishing of vehicles. 

Nance said recreational vehicles are 
different from the auto industry. She said 
the RVs are constructed individually 
in Elkhart, IN, and wildly vary in size 
and price. She said doing a bumper on a 
$300,000 unit is different than doing a 
bumper on a $30,000 unit. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked Nance to 
confirm that there is no custom painting 
and the paint is strictly related to collision 
repair or damage during delivery. She 
confirmed that. 

When Atchinson asked Nance about the 
costs involved, Nance said she can follow 
up and get specifics. She said there are 
hundreds of different models across the 
country. 

Commission Jahr explained that the 
VBT ordinance has a disconnect between 
minor and major repair. “Minor” excludes 
painting. He said it’s probably a technicality 
that could be resolved between the staff 
and applicant. 

Jahr said since the commission doesn’t 
have the colors and materials, it doesn’t 
have the information it needs for moving 
forward and it can’t approve or deny the 
request. 

Dan Power, director of planning 
and economic development, asked the 
Camping World architect if he could show 
color renderings. Because of the technical 
difficulties that was not possible. 

Director Power asked about the previous 
uses at the site and if there were repairs at 
the site before. 

Nance said they didn’t have a painting 
booth but did do retouching. She said 
they want to follow national and state 
environmental rules and all their facilities 
are having this booth added. 

Krishnan asked for a list of vehicle 
repairs available. 

Power said it would be helpful to have a 
list of what had occurred versus what they 
want to do. “There are certain thresholds 
for expanding non-conforming use,” he 


said. 

The board voted unanimously to table 
discussion on the amended site plan until it 
received more information. 

In other business at the May 11 meeting, 
the commission: 

e After holding a public hearing at 
which no public spoke, approved sending 
a recommendation to the township board 
for rezoning to M-1 (Light Industrial) 16 
parcels on Haggerty and Van Born roads 
owned by Ashley Capital. Another parcel 
came into Ashley Capital’s possession that 
day and so one parcel will be on the next 
meeting’s agenda for rezoning, as well. 
Ashley Capital said it was consolidating 
zoning on the land; 

e Approved the preliminary site plan for 
DTE Electric’s substation at 42061 Ecorse 
Rd., on the south side between Haggerty 
and Kirkridge Park Dr. The plan includes 
barbed wire on top of an 8’ chain-link 
fence, lighting for security measures, and 
a wide cut of drive to allow for delivery of 
the large equipment; 

e Heard Treasurer Budd suggest that 
maybe the commission should not allow 
zoom meetings for developers. Kelley 
agreed the commission can’t make decision 
on color by zoom; and 

e Heard Power remind them the public 
hearing on the Sumpter Road Draft 
Corridor Plan will be held at the 5 p.m., 
May 25, commission meeting.
